AN INTERESTING lawsuit is reported as having re- 
cently terminated at Treves, Germany, where a certain 
Catholic priest at a public meeting offered 2,000 florins 
to anyone who would prove a certain statement. One 
of the audience cited a passage to prove the statement 
in question and demanded the money, which the priest 
declined to pay. Action was brought to compel pay- 
ment, but the plaintiff lost on the ground that the 
challenge did not constitute a “competition,” within 
the meaning of the law. If this German decision holds 
good in this country, it will give considerable freedom 
to the salesmen who verbally offer a thousand dollars 
to anyone who can show that there is no scrap iron 
melted in our firm’s cupolas. 





THE Lonpon Daily Mail of recent date contains an 
article of an alarmist character on the general want 
of money in England. It declares that commercial men 
one and all complain of the melancholy stagnancy of 
British industry and of the steady shrinkage of busi- 
ness. This prevalent epidemic of poverty is ascribed 
to various causes by various authorities, but no one 
denies that it exists.. The Mail accounts for this con- 
dition of affairs as follows: “In the first place, foreign 
competition has increased and is increasing to a degree 
which menaces the stability of British industry. Strong- 
ly entrenched behind his own tariff wall the foreign 
manufacturer and producer is destroying British trade. 
What we used to make at home we now buy abroad. 
The money which used to be invested at home in 
British industry is now invested in other lands where 
a tariff gives security. The money that used to circu- 
late from hand to hand in this country leaves it for 
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Germany and the United States. Concurrently with 
this great development of foreign competition we have 
had heavy borrowing to pay for the war, and over and 
above the heavy borrowing for various municipal en- 
terprises vast sums have been laid out in providing 
tramways, electric lighting plant, and so forth. Yet 
the expenditure has not been controlled with the care 
and economy displayed by private firms or even by 
companies, and its productiveness has consequently 
been unsatisfactory. As a result further drafts have 
had to be made upon the ratepayer, while there are no 
profits to invest. Greater economy in national ad- 
ministration and some security for our trade are the 
first requisites if the depression is to pass away.” 


Tue will of Geo. H. Laflin, the Chicago pioneer, 
which has been filed for probate, provides for the dis- 
tribution of property valued at $2,000,000 and contains 
the following advice to his heirs: 

“IT would advise all my children to be prudent in 
their investments, and not to purchase anything sim- 
ply because it is cheap, but to remember that a long- 
time security, drawing a low rate of interest, is often 
more desirable than an investment which draws a high 
rate of interest. 

“T would also advise them not to purchase anything 
which they can not pay for in full at the time of the 
purchase, as more men are ruined by speculation than 
in any other way. I also advise them not to sign any 
note or bond, and to look well to all transfers of real 
estate, and not to encumber any real estate, except for 
the purpose of improving the same.” 


ELECTRICAL enterprise forms the theme of many a 
bright newspaper paragraph and magazine article now- 
adavys. We are not surprised either to find that such 
is the case, since the subject is one which is constantly 
before the public notice in one form or another. Fur- 
ther, it is a subject which ever bears a singular fas- 
cination for the studious inclined and easily lends 
itself to treatment at the hands of the expert writer ; 
but we would ask, Is it not overdone? Is there not 
too much ink spilt in the public press and through the 
medium of the magazine world in discussing the dif- 
ferent phases of this particular theme? It is easy to 
say the developments of electricity are such as no man 
at the present day can clearly foresee; but we can say 
with confidence that they must be enormous and revo- 
lutionary (we are quoting a newspaper critic), but do 
such effusions add one whit to our stock of knowledge, 
or even interest the average reader? Assuredly not. 
Perhaps they interest their authors—poor fellows, we 
pity them—but not the reader, i. e., excepting perhaps 
the youthful and inexperienced, and even then only in 
an infinitesimal degree. We must candidly admit that 
the number of electrical undertakings in progress or 
projected are constantly being added to, and that these 
must naturally come under the observation of the 
journalistic scribe, yet we do sometimes think that (1) 
that undue prominence is given in the public prints to 
minor schemes of this kind; (2) that the same phrase- 
ology is too freely used; and (3) that there is a dis- 
tinct and unnecessary tendency on the part of some

writers to clothe their thoughts in fine, flowery lan- 
guage when dealing with the marvelous agent or force 
we are now adverting to. Seriously, we feel sure 
that this class of critics would interest and enlighten 
their readers in a much higher degree, and at the same 
time produce better “copy,” if they limited themselves 
to a plain statement of facts embodied in the simplest 
language possible and freed from superfluities. 








I'He apvocates of the parcels post have 
succeeded in securing a demand for that 
special legislation inserted in the nation- 
al platform of the Populist party. This 
would appear to indicate that those astute people will 
urge parcels post legislation before the next Congress 
as a sop to Cerberus. We have known several Popu- 
lists, men of earnest purpose and fearless thought, 
who believed in many radical reforms. And we can 
imagine their disgust should they be suavely informed 
some time next year by the two larger parties that 
in response to their demand one of the leading reforms 
they desired had been graciously made in the inaugura- 
tion of a parcels post service. 

Happily, there is little danger of this event taking 
place. 

All classes but one have come cap in hand to Con- 
gress to ask favorable legislation. Laws of various 
sorts have been passed in the special interest of the 
farmer, the artisan and the manufacturer, and now 
that the hitherto modest retailer has come forward 
demanding no special favor but merely no injurious 
discrimination, justice clearly demands that his wishes 
be considered. 

We fail to see how the establishment of a domestic 
parcels post will aid the adherents of any particular 
party or the believers in any particular religion. 

Laboring men are scanty patrons of mail order con- 
cerns and it is hard to see how the man at the loom 
or the forge is to be a gainer from this measure. 

The guileless farmer may think he is to be the star 
beneficiary, but in the words of the slangy he has 
another think coming. The passage of this law will 
partially destroy his home market, giving him a less 
profitable outlet for his goods, and whatever reduction 
in the cost of transportation of small packages this 
law will bring out will go to the benefit of the catalogue 
house, not the farmer. On lines they can profitably 
sell to-day with present rates of freight added they can 
sell in competition with the retail trade at a higher cost 
if granted a paternalistic use of the mails. 

While it must be highly gratifying to a Chicago cata- 
loguer to have a pitchfork sent as mail matter to 
Azura, Cal., for less than the cost of carriage, someone 
must pay the cost, and that someone is Uncle Sam, 
who must in turn raise tax rates. 

Friends and foes of the parcels post have figured on 
the cost of its adoption along present lines of postal 
service. But right here we would like to ask if the 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy or any other railroad 
is likely to renew its mail contract at the old price 
when instead of carrying letters and periodicals its fast 
mail cars will be loaded up with hat boxes, hoes, baby

The dealer simply uses space as a sign-board, virtually 
saying: “I sell steel ranges,’ with a few unessential 
variations. 

Why not use the same space to combat the false 
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ideas the catalogue houses are inculcating? Take 
for instance the matter of exaggeration. Sears, Roe- 
buck & Co. make a mammoth cut of a steel range accu- 
pying nearly a page in their large catalogue and farm- 
ers get an idea that it is larger than the dealers’ range 
when in fact it is smaller. The average dealer says: 
“Such a notion is absurdly silly. It is not worth at- 
tention.” But silly or not such notions cause farmers 
to buy catalogue house steel ranges and they should be 
eradicated by educative advertising in the local papers. 

I believe it will pay a dealer to put in an advertise- 
ment like the one shown on the opposite page. 

Most leading manufacturers have assorted sizes of 
cuts of the same range and furnish them to dealers han- 
dling their goods, free of charge. The information 
given about the reduction of photo-engravings will 
prove interesting and when the farmer looks through 
his supply house catalogue and sees the steel range il- 
lustrations your little educative advertisement is likely 
to recur to him and he will grin knowingly at their 
exaggeration and a man in that frame of mind is not 
in a buying mood. 

Our bucolic friends are apt to be eternally afraid 
of being buncoed and if they once get to thinking 
some one is trying to trick them, be the man home 
merchant or cataloguer, they become very shy and dis- 
tant. 

A series of advertisements possessing new interest 
like these are at least more certain to be read than 
stereotyped “signboards.”’ 

* * + 

Tue Garry Messenger calls me down real hard for 
using the expression, the “capsheaf of modern biblio- 
phobia” in relation to my peerless collection of hard- 
ware poems, and scornfully asks us to explain what it 
means. Bibliophobia means a dread of books, and if 
anything in the way of literature can scare people it is 
thinking about the contents of my library of hardware 
poems. That collection is the boss “scarifier’” in the 
book line of the 20th century.

E. R. Frazier, in a recent address before a conven- 
tion of brickmakers, delivered a paper on “The Ad- 
vantages of Good Machinery,” from which we make 
the following excerpt, believing it as applicable to 
makers of butts and bits as of bricks: 

The man will succeed who, no matter how 
time he has been using his latest purchase of tools, upon dis 
covering improvements, hastens to discard the old and estab- 
lish the newer devices. You may say that this takes a great 
deal of money—granted. But it is a penalty attached to man- 
ufacturing in these days, and is accepted by all the success- 
ful manufacturers, not alone manufacturers of brick, but 
manufacturers of all kinds, and I know of certain manufac- 
turers who have made several changes in a few years. each 
time throwing into the scrap heap apparatus which had been 
in use scarcely one year, and which when installed was the 
very best obtainable; and these parties, when spoken to about 
what seemed extravagance, had to say in defense only that 
“the machinery is out of date; so and so has perfected such 
improvements that in using them great saving is effected, and 


short the 


if we are to meet competition, and as we are in business to 
stay, and for profit, we could not do otherwise than introduce 
these improved tools and throw out the old ones.” No, I 
have no criticism for such, but rather words of wnlimited 
praise, and hold them up as people worthy of imitation. But 
we must criticise those who, when buying machinery, do not 
buy the good of the kind they are buying; those who seem to 
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be looking for the cheapest to be had, pretending to do the 
work the prospective buyers have in mind to do, for they ig- 
nore the principle underlying our theme, and from the very 
start they labor under the disadvantages arising from compe- 
tition with manufacturers possessing the good machinery, and 
soon are far behind in competition, with the day of failure 


close at hand.

The different angles of vision show that there is need of greater unison in the 


ranks of legitimate merchandising—a consummation that is felicitously nearer with each 


succeeding month. 


DEFINITE PLAN OF ACTION IS NEEDED. 


Roy R. Wilson, Griggsville, Ill., writes: 
HEARS OF EVIL DAILY. 

We are continually hearing of the evils resulting from 
the existence of the large catalogue houses, we hear it daily 
from our fellow merchants, our trade papers, and occasionally 
special literature from our jobbers, endeavoring to explain 
their position in the situation, and in many other ways. Nearly 
all of this can be summed ‘up as mere information and per- 
sonal experience on the subject, without any suggestions as 
to the most practical method of eliminating the cause of our 
trouble. What we need is a definite plan of action. 

DIVERSE VIEWS OF JOBBER AND RETAILER. 

Che jobber believes it is for the retailer to war against 
by being more wideawake, aggressive and pushing, etc., but 
the retailer feels he is not able to shoulder the responsibility 
and looks to his jobber for lower prices than he can possibly 
quote and live, that he may compete with this antagonist. 

ILLEGITIMATE OPPOSITION CAN BE CONQUERED. 

We all realize that the business transacted through the 
retailers is only increasing in proportion to the wealth and 
population of his locality, while that of our opponent has and 
is increasing enormously in advance of this, consequently the 
sooner we are all agreed as to the correct course to pursue 
in our own defense, the easier it must be to conquer this 
kind of illegitimate opposition. This certainly can be done, 
but only by steadfast and combined action by both retailers 
and jobbers. 

ARE NOT PULLING TOGETHER. 

There is no question as to all our feelings in this matter, 
we are all ready and waiting to join any concerted movement 
made systematically and toward the proper end. What we 
lack is union and system, we are not pulling together, we are 
all good and willing to pull if given an opportunity, we can- 
not hope to succeed in open competition, this has been demon- 
strated, so we must seek some other avenue of escape. 

STRENGTH OF RETAILERS IS UNKNOWN. 

The valuation of hardware distributed by catalogue houses 
is a small fraction of same handled through the legitimate 
dealer, and we can not guess our strength until we are all

engaged in some united movement. 


each of us toward this end would best 
we ever made. 
JOBBERS SHOULD HELP MOVEMENT. 

Let the jobbers head this movement, as it is, if possible, 
of more vital importance to them than us. There is in their 
constant employ hundreds of salesmen to visit the retail trade, 
who are virtually being paid directly and indirectly by the 
jobber and retailer. Could not a rearrangement of a few 
of these salesmen be made which would ultimately add much 


greater profit to both of them? 
CENTRAL OFFICE SHOULD BE ESTABLISHED. 

Let these salesmen or others for same purpose establish 
an office in Chicago or St. Louis, each jobber of importance 
furnishing one or several men, smaller jobbers and retailers 
furnishing aid in a financial way. Let it be the duty of these 
men in charge of this office to visit all. manufacturers who 
supply hardware of any kind in finished or unfinished con- 
dition, directly or indirectly, to catalogue houses, and place 
plainly before them that it is a proposition of selling catalogue 
houses alone or to distribute his goods through the jobbers 
or direct to the retail trade. 


FAVORS BLACKLIST. 


In event of manufacturers refusing to comply with our 
request his name goes on the blacklist, which list is revised 
at regular intervals and given in the hands of the jobbers 
to be distributed to their trade, that we likewise may be 
kept posted and make no purchases of blacklisted manufac- 
turers. 

INDIVIDUALS SHOULD HELP. 

The hardware dealers are represented in every town. We 
can make it our business to report to headquarters any con- 
cern selling to catalogue houses which might be overlooked 
by the head office. We would all be willing assistants to help 
this good work so important to each and every one of us. 
The longer our feelings slumber and remain inactive the 
more distance it is necessary for us to cover, so let us get in 
line and concentrate our efforts as quickly as possible. 

CATALOGUE HOUSES WOULD BE SERIOULY CHECKED. 


If a union of the hardware merchants can be effected 
approaching the system of strength of the large labor unions 
of to-day, to be headed by honest and competent men, the 
catalogue house business would be seriously checked if not 
altogether forced to suspend the hardware department of their 
business. 





A PARALLEL CASE. 


X. Y. Z., Bloomington, III., writes: 
LIKE A CLERK’S FIX. 

“T have been interested in your catalogue house discus- 
sions and have meant to write you a short article for some 
time on E. C. Simmons’ view of the case. He says the retail 
hardware men should be more aggressive. Such advice com- 
ing from a jobber is a parallel to the case of a hard-worked 
and underpaid clerk who comes to his employer and says: 
‘T am not getting enough money to live on and I am entitled 
to a raise. The employer says contemptuously: ‘If you can’t 
live on what you get you should economize,’ 

INTOLERABLE CONDITIONS. 

“Now, isn’t this the Simmons view in a nutshell. The 
dealer finds intolerable conditions. He can’t make a living 
but sees the jobber making undue profits. He points out 
conditions and urges the jobber to be less grasping and the 
latter calmly tells him to take up the entire trade burden and 
fight in spite of conditions that it is up to the jobber to 
change. 

IS THE JOBBER A NECESSITY? 

“The manufacturer and retailer are both needed but the 
jobbers, as he himself confesses, exists because he is a re- 
tailer’s convenience. But if he can’t sell goods to retailers 
at prices that enable them to meet competition is he a con- 
venience ? 

SHOULD EDUCATE CUSTOMERS. 

“Aggressiveness in the line of educating customers is 
needed on the retailer’s part, but The Simmons Hardware Co. 
and other concerns no matter how strong they are cannot ig- 
nore the inroads of catalogue house competition. They argue 
probably that as long as retailers sell the bulk of the hard- 
ware sold their sales will foot up to profitable figures, but 
this is a false business basis. The retailer who is losing trade 
to the catalogue houses is growing poorer every year and if 
the jobber holds aloof he must plan to deal direct with 
manufacturers or try co-operative buying, cutting out the 
jobber.”

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INCREASE OF 25 PER CENT IN 
SAW MAKERS. 


WAGES OF 





H. C. Atkins of E. C. Atkins & Co., the Indianapo- 
lis, Ind., saw manufacturers, gave out the following 
interesting interview in a recent issue of an Indianapo- 
lis paper: 

“TI noticed an article in certain Sunday newspapers criti- 
cising the report of Carroll D. Wright in regard to the com- 
parative increase in the cost of living and wages. The article 
characterizes the report of the labor commissioner as a cam- 
paign document, and not in accordance with the facts as they 
exist in Indiana, saying that, with the exception of cigar 
makers, saw makers had received the smallest percentage of 
increase. I am not prepared to speak for the cigar makers, 
but am prepared to give the facts with reference to the wages 
of saw makers. I do not like to see an assertion of this 
kind go before the public without taking exception to the part 
that is contrary to facts. 

“The facts with reference to saw makers’ wages are as 
follows: In 1891 an advance was made in the wages paid to 
saw makers. The rates then established were higher than 
they had ever been before. These rates were not reduced dur- 
ing the hard times from 1893 to 1897, but were maintained 
at the high standard set in 1891. The payment of these high 
rates during this period of depression was at a great sacrifice 
to the employers, but we believe that it was duly appreciated. 
The high rates were maintained through this period of depres- 
sion solely to afford the men who were working in our fac- 
tory living wages, as their time of labor was reduced of neces- 
sity. 

“Since the revival of business in 1897, still further ad- 
vances were made at intervals. Not advances on the low scale 
of wages in 1894 or 1896, but on high scale of wages in 1891. 
In other words, the advances since 1897 represent an increase 
in wages beyond any previous scale, and if the rate of 1891 be 
taken as criterion, the wages now in force show an increased 
average of fully 25 per cent. I do not wish to be misleading. 
This increase is not on wages earned by the week, but on 
the hourly rate of wages paid to journeymen saw makers. 

“We have carefully gone over our wages since 1891, and 
offer the following table of average rates paid, which can be 
verified by my memorandum. 

“In 1891 thirty-five jourmleymen saw makers averaged 
319-10 cents an hour. In 1902 these same thirty-five journey- 
men saw makers averaged 35 9-10 cents an hour. In 1904 thirty- 
one of these same thirty-five journeymen saw makers averaged 
40 I-10 cents an hour. Four of the men employed in 1891 were 
not working for us in 1904. One hundred and nine journeymen 
saw makers in 1902 averaged 361-10 cents-an hour. Ninety- 
seven of the same 109 men working for us in 1904 averaged 
38% cents an hour, showing an increase in the wages in the 
last two years over wages paid in 1902, which were at a high 
rate, and a general increase since 1891 of very close to 25 per 
cent. 

“This is not a campaign document, but, nevertheless, it 
would make a good one, and exactly in line with the facts.”

GILT EDGE CRESCENT STEEL PLATE FURNACE. 





R. J. Schwab & Sons Co., Milwaukee, Wis., are 
manufacturers of the Gilt Edge Crescent steel plate 
top return flue furnace shown in the accompanying 
illustration. In this furnace the base is constructed of 
cast iron and consists of a base plate and ring con- 
nected to each other by from 4 or 6 arms.

is provided with a high flange to hold the casing and is 
perforated to admit air between the galvanized casing 
and the tin lining. At the outer edge of the base plate 
is an upright self-packing groove to receive the ash 
pit. The ash pit is of large capacity, affording ample 
room for ashes and also leaving a sufficient air space 
below the grate to prevent them burning out. 

By the means of an extra large dust flue provided 
with a damper and connecting the highest part of the 
ash pit to the feed spout, the dust and ashes caused in 
shaking the grate are prevented from escaping into the 
cellar. This dust flue has a fine grate covering at the 
upper end in the feed spout. 

The grate consists of three or four heavy cast iron 
bars arranged parallel to each other running from the 
rear to the front of the ash pit where they are con- 
nected by levers and one of these bars arranged to 
receive a shaker handle when the doors are tightly 
closed. These grate bars consist of longitudinal sec- 
tions with semi-circular projections. The periphery of 
these projections are made a perfect circle from the 
center of the bearing of each longitudinal section, con- 
sequently the openings between the bars are the same 
when rocking them to and fro a certain distance as 
when standing in their proper position. 

At the top of the circular portion of the ash pit 
there is a self-packing joint to receive the lower edge 
of the cast iron fire pot. As the fire pot is the wearing 
part of the furnace it is cast heavy and in two sections 
which allows for the expansion and contraction at a 
point where it is most needed, thus preventing the fire 
pot from cracking at this point, as would positively be 
the case with a fire pot when cast in one section, re- 
gardless of the thickness.

The pattern which I have is not an oval pattern, but 
a pattern with round ends and top and the side is 
straight.

Draw lines 4 and 4, 3 and 3, etc. Next step transfer 
4+4 of Fig. A to the stretchout C; the 4 to 3 of 
Fig. A to C and 343 of Fig. A to Fig. C, etc. The 
side or base of pattern of Fig. C is from the base of 
Fig. A. Fig. C is % of the pattern; you can lay it 
out in one piece if you wish. I think that the rest of 
the pattern will explain itself.

CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 

Sensational reports, emanating from the daily press 
and other mediums, declaring the disruption of all the 
finished-material pools imminent, have well nigh de- 
stroyed the good-buying movement which set in with 
the opening of the present month. It is rumored free- 
ly that prices on billets, bars, plates and structural 
material have been cut from $5 to $9 per ton along 
with wire and nails. As a matter of fact such a reduc- 
tion has not occurred and probably will not. Pool 
agreements are still held to in almost every case. A 
general price-war would be decidedly disastrous to all 
interests and is not to be expected. Prospective buy- 
ers, however, hearing these reports, have declined to 
buy at existing prices. All products have suffered, 
except perhaps rails. Considerable tonnage of heavy 
rails was placed last week. The local mill has now 
sufficient orders on its books to run full time for 
three months or so. 

Inquiries for pig iron were very numerous during 
the past week. No actual increase in sales is to be 
noted, however. Several round lots were closed, one 
for 3,000 tons and several for 1,000 tons. There is 
no general feeling that prices are due to take a turn 
downward. A reverse tendency is generally antici- 
pated. The prohibitive prices for old material have 
aided greatly in building up the strong tone of the 
present pig iron market. Melters, who have been ac- 
customed to mixing pig iron with scrap, are commenc- 
ing to increase the pig element in the solution. It is 
a peculiar situation, which can be explained only by 
the activity of speculators in the scrap market. 

The present high level of prices for Southern irons 
is considered a bit artificial likewise. It is said that 
Southern interests are more anxious to settle their 
trouble with the striking miners than to sell iron. Sev- 
eral furnaces have instructed their agents to sell only 
on most favorable terms. Nevertheless, a good sized 
tonnage went in their direction during the past week. 
Prices are based on the $9.50, Birmingham, for No. 2 
basis. Many stocks are selling at $9.25, though 
there is no decided tendency in favor of the latter 
scale. There is a very slight difference between the 
prices quoted for Southern and Northern irons. With 
freight charges taken into consideration, the former 
are at a decided disadvantage. 

Northern producers are not selling for less than 
$13.25, Chicago, for No. 2. In fact, $13.25 is very 
hard to obtain. Most furnaces are getting $13.50, and 
at least one is holding out for $13.75, and success- 
fully, too. Prices on Northern and Southern irons 
are being watched very carefully just at present. 
Whether the latter schedule will hold will be deter- 
mined by prices for Northern irons and developments 
in the steel market. 

Foundry coke is selling fairly well. Prices are firm 
as follows: Good standard 72-hour Connellsville, $2 
at ovens. The best grades of Southern cokes are 


from $1.90 to $2 at the ovens. 


Report. 


BILLETS. 

The great publicity given the conversion contract 
for 110,000 tons of billets made by the Republic Iron 
and Steel Company with the Pittsburg Steel Company 
seems to be wholly unwarranted. The order may be 
divided with the United States Steel Corporation, it 
is claimed. The Republic Iron and Steel Company 
and the United States Steel Corporation are said to be 
on the best of terms and to be working in harmonious 
relations. A meeting of the directors of the former 
concern will be held in the early part of next week. 
It is said that the overdue annual report will be sub- 
mitted to the stockholders at that time. 

Prices have not been altered in the slightest by the 
freely hinted “price-war.”’ Buyers are still paying 
about $22 a ton for forging billets. The trade has 
naturally been expecting a revision of prices, however, 
and little new business was done. 





STRUCTURAL STEEL. 

The South Side Elevated Railroad has let the con- 
tract for the extension of its line to the American 
Bridge Co. The total tonnage will amount to more 
than 30,000 tons. The contractors are also to fabri- 
cate and erect the same. The price was not announced, 
but is supposed to be 234c or 242c per pound. 

The contract covers all requirements for the pro- 
posed extension. Deliveries will be made only as the 
steel is needed. The railroad company, it is said, will 
be given advantage of any possible slump in prices, 
pending the delivery of the last lot contracted for. 

Rumors are current as to shading of prices, in this 
as in all other markets. The report is associated pri- 
marily with the Lackawanna Steel Company. It is 
said that this concern has cut pool prices on beams, 
plates and structural plate $5 a ton. The grossness 
of the rumor is shown by the fact that the company is 
not even making structural plate at present. Its 
structural mill will not be in operation before Septem- 
ber and its plate mill before October. Present orders 
are entirely for immediate delivery. It is very unlike- 
ly that the Lackawanna Co. could find a market for 
material to be delivered next November. The com- 
pany is not selling in Pittsburg at present, and, of- 
ficials declare, it has no intention of doing so at the 
present time. We continue to quote association prices 
on carload lots, Chicago delivery, mill shipments, as 
follows: Beams and channels, 16 inches and under, 
1.7614c; 18 inches and over, 1.8614c; universal plates, 
1.76%4c; angles, 3x3 and larger, 1.81%4c; zees, 
1.76%c. On lots from store, we quote beams, chan- 
nels and angles, 3x3 and larger, 2c; beams, 18, 20 and 
24-inch, 10c extra; tees, 2.05¢c rates. 





OLD MATERIAL. 


That dealers have an extremely strong hold on the 
local market was sufficiently shown this week when 
prices were advanced in face of a decline in prices for 
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finished material and a stable pig iron market. Prices 
for old material are now out of all proportion to those 
for pig iron. Railroads are selling freely, in spite of 
the large accumulated stocks. Consumers are very 
rare. It is hard to venture any prophesy, but it is 
believed that prices have now reached their zenith.

CHICAGO HARDWARE SCRAPS. 

The cut of $6 to $9 a ton on all nail and wire prod- 
ucts is, of course, the all-absorbing topic. Independ- 
ent interests met the reduction promptly and threaten 
a further reduction in case such a step should seem 
desirable. Buyers are awaiting such an action and re- 
fuse to be cajoled by hints that the reduced schedule 
is only temporary. An official of the American Steel 
and Wire Co. is reported as claiming heavy orders 
since the reduction was made, but such a result is 
generally discredited. However, the wire nail and 
fence markets are not torpid by any means. Orders 
continue with a little greater frequency than before the 
announcement of the cut. 

Cut nails are still at old quotations. The next 
meeting of the Cut Nail Association is scheduled for 
the early part of September. No reduced schedule is 
to be anticipated before that date. The market is, of 
course, stagnant. Producers claim that conditions do 
not warrant a change in official quotations at the pres- 
ent time. 

It is claimed that the direct cause for the sharp re- 
duction made by the leading producer of wire and 
wire nails was the fierce competition indulged in by 
independent manufacturers. This competition, it is 
said, was evoked by the sale of over 100,000 tons of 
billets to the independent wire producer at a price far 
below the nominal price of billets. The leading pro- 
ducer found it necessary to meet competiton in order 
to sustain its ordinary business for this time of the 
year. 

The unsettled condition of the iron markets has 
affected hardware prices. This affection applies ex- 
clusively to the cruder products, however, and is prob- 
ably merely temporary. Conditions otherwise are in 
a very fair way.
